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A SENSATION ATI PALATINE, 


THE LITTLE TOWN STIRRED UP OVER THE 
SUICIDE OF AN AGED GERMAN WHO 
SLASHED HIS ABDOMEN WITH A RAZOR. 
The suicide of John Remiinger, a German, 64 

years of age, has created a great sensation for 

the last two days in the littie town of 

Palatine, on the Northwestern Railroad, 

about twenty-six miles from Chicago, where 

the deceased had lived for about eleven years. 

Seven months ago he married his third wife, 

the first two having died. The union proved 

an unhappy one. He was said to be worth be- 
tween $10,000 and $20,000. 

About two weeks ago Remlmger called for 
an ounce of morphine at Richardson's drue¢- 
store, but ag he had no prescription it was de- 
nied him. The next day he appeared on the 
street with a black eye and a large gash on the 
right side of his throat, and he told a neighbor 
that the injuries had been infliefed by his 
wife. This statement was disbelieved. 

Tuesday afternoon Remlinger quarreled with 
his wife. She slept on the upper floor, and the 


| might after the quarrel she said she was a¥ak- 


ened several times by her husband's making a 
fire in the sitting-room below. When she went 
down-s-sirs in the morning sue found his bed- 
room door uiosed, and, thinking ber busbana 
was asicep, she did not attempt to waken him. 

About ll o'clock that Baker, a 
neighbor, opened Rem 8 room door 
and was met with a ghastly sight. The room 
was smenred with blood, and lying half 
out of bed was the body of Remilinger, 
with a deep gash across his abdomen. 
The wound was inflicted with a razor. Dr. 
Sheffner was called and made an examination 
of the corpse. He found the abdominal artery 
had been severe i. which produced death. 

It at first believed by Mrs. Remlinger 
that ber busband had destroyed all his money 
and notes, of which there were about $9,000 in 
the house. Baker stated that a few days ago 
the deceased tried to make him take $400, say- 
ing be would rather give the money to him 
than have his wife get it. At the coroner’s in- 
quest, held yesterday, $8,500 in notes and $602 
in cash were found in an old trunk. 

Joseph Remlinger, brother of the d 
and several other witnesses testified that in 
their opinion Remluger had not been in his 
right mind for over a year. The jury found a 
verdict of suicide. 


CARVED A SCHOOL-TEACHER, 


AN INDIGNANT FARMER, WHOSE SON HAD 
BEEN CORRECTED FOR A BREACH OF DIS- 
CIPLINE, .MURDEROUSLY ASSAULTS THE 
TEACHER. 

Derrort, Mich., March 4.—|Special.]—A spe- 
cial from Decatur, Mich., gives particulars of 
a desperate fight in a school-house four miles 
from that piace between the schoolteacher, 
who is now dying. and a well-known farmer, 
who is under arrest tor assault. Rows in dis- 
trict school-houses are of so frequent occur 
rence that when it was reported that a farmer 
named F. W. Cleland bad attacked the teacher 
of the school, John Vincent, and badly used 
up the latter nothing was thought of the mat- 
ter, especially as there had been trouble between 
the two men on account of Cleland’s son. It 
now transpires that Tuesday morning last 
Vincent punished young Cleland for a breach 
of discipline and the youngster left the school- 
house. Telling bis father of what bad happened 
Cielana Sr., visited the school, which was still 
in session. Cleland was angry and would listen 
to no ex but insisted that the boy had 
been whipped without justice. Vincent ordered 
the farmer out of the buildmg and a fight fol- 
lowed. Cleland is a large man, but the doughty 
teacher gave him all he wanted. Cleland drew 
a knife and stabbed Vincent, hacking him ap 
terribly and making one gash in the chest 
fourteen inches long. During the fight the 
little boys and girls were stricken with fear 
and watched the bloody conflict in terror. 
Finally, Vincent called on scholars to keep him 
from being murdered, when some of the older 
boys interfered and stopped the fight. Vincent 
is very low this evening and will undoubted ly 
die.

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A WAR OF RETALIATION. 


It Is Said that China Is About to 
Open Out on This Ooun- 
try. 


She Wants the Rock Springs Rioters 
Executed and Indemnity for the 
Sufferers. 


Failing to Seoure Satisfaction, Americans 
in the Flowery Kinedom Will Have 
to Suffer.

WaAssIneron, D. C., March 4,—[Special. ] 
~The Critic this morning had an article a 
columa in length, which, it has been stated in 
some quarters, was inspired at the Chinese Le- 
gation: 

The message of the President to Congress 
Tuesday touching the relations between the 
United States and China was one of the most 
important state papers of this Admmistration, 
and lost none of ite interest because it was 
entirely unexpected. The circumstances 
which led to its promulgation are extremely 
interesting, and the Critic is fortunately able 
to give to its readers those most pertinent. 
The reports which have been sent to 
Pekin during the last two Administra- 
ons concerning the mobbing of Chinese 
laborers. in Western and Pacific slope 
cities, and in some instances their cold-blooded 
murder, had created a feeling all through 
China against this country that was anything 
but friendly; therefore, when the news of the 
Rock Springs outbreak reached the Imperial 
Government it felt that immediate and vigor- 
ous action must be taken to compe! the United 
States Government to comply with its treaty 
provisions with China in respect to the status 
and rights of Chinese citizens resident in 
America. 

“The Emperor of China, Huang Het, is a 
minor, only 15 years old, and the Gov- 
ernment is admmistered by Prince Chun, 
the father of the boy Emperor. 
The regent, Chun, and Prince Yikuang, Minis- 
ter ot Foreign Affairs and President of the 
Tsung Yameu, or Council of State, are the most 
powerful functionaries in the Empire, and 
their pride was seriously hurt by what they 
were told of the contempt the United States 
hed for the Chinese generally and its disregard 
of treaty regulations. They therefore de ter- 
mined upon ‘a vigorous foreign policy.” The 
Rock Springs incident furnished the opporta- 
nity they desire. 

THE ROCK SPRINGS AFFAIR. 

“ The Consul-General of China at San Fran- 
cisco is Col. Bee, a very able and shrewd man, 
who possesses the entire confidence of the 
Government he represents. His investigation of 
the Rock Springs massacre showed that it was 
a cruel ontrage, perpetrated by white men 
whom be supposed to be Americans upon an 
inoffensive people. His report was forwarded 
to the Imperial Chinese Legation here, and 
transmitted to China through the proper offi- 
cial channels. The instructions the Chinese 
Minister received from his Government were 
startlingy He was directed to ‘demand’ from 
the United States the total disavowal of the af - 
fair, the condign p pitally, if 
killing could be proved—of individuals, and 
a pecuniary indemnity to the sufferers 
for their losses, to be paid by 
the United States. This was the 
ultimatum. If the United States refused to 
comply with the demands the President wag to 
be informed that the Chinese Government 
would immediately proceed to collect the m- 
demnity from American citizens in business in 
the imperial territory and ‘withdraw its pro- 
tection from them,’ which meaut that they 
would be notified to leave China at once. 

„ Simultaneously with this information came 
to the State Department from a semi-official 
source in London that the Marquis Tseng, Chi- 
nese Ambassador to the Courts of St. James 
and St. Cloud, was about to return 
home to take a high position 
in the Imperial Council of State. 
and that he would insist upon stern measures 
being taken against the United States to mark 
its displeasure at the outrages which the Amer- 
ican autborities permitted its citizens to com- 
mit against his people without any attempt 
being made to prevent them or punish those 
who openly avowed their participation in them. 

DUE TO BRITISH INFLUENCE. 

It was also reported to persons high up in 
position in the Department of State that the 
Marquis Tseng was persuaded to take this 
| course by his particular friend, Earl Granville, 
now Colonial Secretary in Mr. Gladstone's 
Cabinet, who acted in this manner partiy 
because of the representations made to 
him by British mercharitse of China, who have 
long been jeaious of American prominenoé in 
the internal commerce of the Fiowery 
Land, and to resent, in the second place, the 
rather openly-expressed sympathy of the peo- 
ple of this country with Russia on every occa- 
sion when the relations between that Power 
ana England threatened hostilities between the 
two nations. 

“If the information (which comes from one 
of the best-informed of our European lega- 
tions and is entitled to the highest 
consideration) be correct, some serious 
work is before our State Department. The 
great American firm of Russell & Co. 
controls all the internal trade of China which 
is conducted on the river, extending far in- 
land. This firm bas a fleet of over forty large 
steamboats, which are engaged in the carrying 
trade alone, besides innumerable junks and 
smaller water craft of all the sorts known, 
manned by native boatmen. Engitish mer- 
chants have never been able at any time to 
compete seriously with these enterprising 
Americans in this business, and at present they 
have about given over trying. This has long 
been a matter of serious anxiety in 
Eagiand, tor a once very  “Ilucrative 
trade with China in manufactured cottons has 
been almost checked and replaced by Amer- 
an goods better adapted to the market. In 
the tea trade America has long excelled En- 
gland, and such houses as A. A. Low of New 
York now control the best ‘chops’ or brands 
that are grown on the great inland tea-produ- 
omg plains. The trade from Russia by cara- 
vans is absorbing that which is too far to the 
westward for America to reach, and in the last 
twenty-five years these two interests have ra- 
duced the interior commerce which England 
bad to less than one-tenth of its former vol- 
ume in exports, and up to this time there 
seemed to be no means of regaining it. 

A SCARE FOR SAN FRANCISCO. 

“This was the situation when the President 
sent the message to Congress Tuesday last. It 
will be seen that be denies the right of the 
Chinese Government to demand an indemity 
for property destroyed. This is a point upon 
which the instructions of the Imperial Council 
to the Minister here admit of no concessions. 
It has been known fora month past that the 
Chinese Minister here is to return home very 
soon. It is learned that he will take with him 
the final conclusions of the President in regard 
to this matter. 

„An luteresting incident, which may only be 
a coincidence, is that the Tsung Yameu, or 
Council of State, has directed that the four 
eee which have just been finished 
in n ship-yards, shall take on their bat- 
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| teries of Krupp guns of nine and twelve inch 


calibre and be fitted out for service at once. 
Of course it is absurd to think of, but what 


would San Francisco do with a fleet of eight 


~~ 


Chinese ironclads, commanded ag they are by 
German and Eaglish officers, and twenty gun- 
boats lying off the Golden Gate to enforce a 
demand for indemnity? Denis Kearney and 
bis land battery would have an opportunity to 
prove their valor. 

„ These are the simple facts, had from un- 
doubted authority, and they are given to the 
country as aide to the comprebensiun of the 
President's last message in its full importance. 
If the Chinese Government seriously meant to 
inaugurate a system of reprisals and to abro- 
gate the Buriingame treaty, which was one 
for mutual benefit, it could deal a death-biow 
to American interests in the easiest and quick- 
est possible time. The anti-Chinese action of 
our Congress and the evident determination 
of the people on the Pacific coast to prevent 
any further Chinese immigration furnish a 
sufficient diplomatic reason to China for such 
a course, eveh without any encouragement 
from our great commercial rival, England. If 
these two motives are really en rapport it will 
require the best efforts of American diplomacy 
and « complete change of policy toward China 


to prevent the complete destruction of our 


most important commercial relations in the 
East. The seizure of Russell & Co.'s fleet and 
trading posts— the latter are scattered all 
through the interior of the Empire—would 
be the only thing necessary to do. 
How the rich New York and Bostoa merchants 
would relish this summary Drocess as the legit- 
imate outcome of San Francisco boodlumism 
under the lead of Denis Kearney it does not 
taae much foresight to imagine. At present 
it needs no gift of propheey to predict that, in 
the light of the information above detailed, the 
job before the President end bis Secretary of 
State will be neither easy | agreeabie,”’

This will result in considerable dav- 
ing to the Government over the old custom of 
bringing supplies from abroad, chiefly from 
Kansas.

4 FIGHT FOR TWO MILES. 


The Effort to Start the New York 
Street Cars Desperately Re- 
sisted. 


A Mob of 60,000 People Obstruet the 
‘Passage of a Police-Guarded 


New York, March 4.—Contrary to 
none of the borse-car lines of this city tied 
up this morning except the Dry-Dock 


unchanged this morning. 
About 1,000 of the strikers were congregated 
about the stable and office of the Dry-Dock 
Railroad, but the presence of a large force of 
police kept them in order. 
the street in front of the 


of threatened strikes on other street-car lines, 
but so far none have taken place. It is pro- 
posed some time during the day to rgn a car 
over the Dry-Dock route. 

The Crosstown Line made another attempt 
this afternoon to resume operations. At 1:30 
p. m. the police reserves were called to the 
eastern terminus of the Grand Street Line. 
Superintendent Murray and Inspector Steers 
were present and made preparations for the 
battle. At noon over 300 policemen were on 
the scene and when the reserves arrived fully 
1,200 were in line. They kept the street clear, 
but on the north side the strikers were col- 
lected, and with thousands of the lowest 
classes of men from the crowded tenements of 
the narrow streets east of the Bowery formed 
a threatening body capable of almost any form 
of outrage and riot. The police patrolled the 
street from the Bowery to the East River and 
kept the men in motion, but such a great mass 
of people could not be controlled altogether. 
hey surged along with a seemingly irresisti- 
ble force. The street was a scene of destruc 
tion and the task of forcing a passage seemed 
herculean. Standing in front of the Grand 
street ferry-house as far as the eye could see 
were overturned horse-cars, carts, trucks, and 
wagons of all kinds. 

At 2:15 p. m. a oar started from the stables 
and proceeded under an escort of fifty police- 
men to the starters’ stand at East street. 
There the line of march was formed, beaded 
by Superinterident Murray and - Iaspector 
Steers. First came six platoons of police, then 
followed the car, inclosed in a hollow square. 
of police numbering 100. The rear was ciosed 
by six more platoons of police. The force 
started amid the hooting, yelling, and shouting 
of derision from the mob. No obstacle was 
met until the car reached Cannon street. 
There a horse-car was lying on its side. It 
was lifted from the track by the policemen 
who formed the advance guard of the column. 
Thereafter progress was slow. At Madison 
street the first stone was thrown and struck 
the side of the car in which were some minor 
officials of the company and a sergeant 
of police. All the way to the Bowery 
the. track was obstructed with the 
wrecks of street-cars and trucks, but 
the advance guard eleared them away. At 
Herry street another stone went crashing 
through the car w. At Bast Broadway a 
large stone was Reside the track. un- 
noticed and the car was thrown off. This mis- 
hap was greeted with a tempest of yells from 
the thousands lining the streets. Oaths, hisses, 
cat-calls, screams, and wild cheering made the 
street a perfect pandemonium of sound. The 
car was lifted back on the tracks and proceed- 
ed. At Ludlow street another window was 
smashed and rotten eggs were thrown. At 
Allen street a blockade was met. Carsof the 
Second Avenue and other lines were placed in 
all positions across the track. Stones arain 
flew, and another car window was broken. 
The obstructions were removed and again the 
car moved slowly on. 

A BATTLE WITH CLUBS. 

At Eldridge street more blockades ‘were 
found, and the crowd attacked the police and 
a general fight took place, in which the clubs 
were used with a will and the rioters were 
driven into the side streets. Grand street mer- 
chants becoming alarmed took in their stock, 
closed their doors, and put up their iron shut- 
ters. At the Grand street station of the Third 
Avenue Elevated Road was an immense barri- 
cade of cars, wagons, and trucks. For biocks 
in every direction could be seen long lines of 
cars and trucks in inextricable confusion. All 
travel was suspended. 

It was 2:45 p. m. before the track was cleared 
of the many cars which had been placed cross- 
wise of the street. From Mulberry street to 
Centre the rioting began again. A stone thrown 
against the car struck Sergt. McEvery. The 
police lost all patience and charged the mob 
furiously. They clubbed right and ieft

TAXATION. © 


Mr. Waller's Idea Of What Is Just 
and Proper in Raising 
Revenue. 


Points in Whieh the Existing Revenue 
Code Appears Most Glar- 
ingly Defective, 


Proposed Plan of Reformation in Unjust 
Assessment of Railroad 
Property. 


Charies 8. Waller, one of the twelve menrvers 
of the Revenue Commission created by joint res- 
olution of the Thirty-fourth General Assembly 
of Illinois to draft a revised code of State 
revenue laws, has submitted a minority report, 
in which be takes issue with the majority upon 
several important elements of the proposed 
plan of taxation. The principal points of dif- 
erence are these: Mr. Waller advocates 
a restriction of the legal rate of taxation to 1 
per cent of the assessed value of property 
subject to an advance by local vote to a total of 
1% per cent in special emergencies; and he in- 
sists upon more stringent laws to compel cor 
porations to bear their just proportion of the 
taxes. 

The joint resolution under which the com- 
mission was appointea premised that the 
lawe of the State had become wholly in- 


adequate to secure the equal taxation guar- . 
anteed by the Constitution: that real estate 


was subjected to an undue burden, and all at- 
tempts to cure the existing disorders had sig- 
nally failed. The dommission was authorized 
to devise and propose a revenue code that 
should be just to ali classes of property.“ 

At an early stage in the deliberations of the 
commission Mr. Waller submitted a series of 
resolutions in which he insisted upon 
the necessity of restoring the assessed 
valuation of all property to its actual 
cash value. The Constitution provides 
that all property, both real and personal, 
“shall be Valued at ite fair cash value,“ bat 
this clause has been rendered nugatory by the 
prevailing practice of aseessing real estate at 
little more than one-fourth of ite fair cash 
value, and personal property at the ridiculous 
rate of not more than 6 percent. The only 
medicine for this inequality is a vigorous law 
holding the assessed values uniformly up to 
tne actual value of propefty. Any permitted 
departure from this leads inevitably to ine- 
quality and inj astice, 

Most men pay even high taxes cheerfully, if 
convinced that the burden is fairly and equally 
distributed in proportion to the actual wealth 


of each taxpayer, but a knowledge that favor- 


itism is being shown, especially toward those 
who are abundantly able to pay their just 
share of the taxes, brings a sense of inequality 
and injustice whieh breeds irritation and dis- 
content. The cause of this departure, as 
well as the reason why public sentiment for 
a time tacitly sustained it, is that 
there has not been created by law a sufficient

MR. WALLER’S RESOLUTION DEFEATED. 

With these considerations ia view Mr. Waller 
submitted resojutions to the effeat that all 
property, real and personal, should be assessed 
at ite tair cash value and the total tax levy for 
any one year should be limited to a maximum 
of 1 per cent on the assessed value, or 1.5 per 
cent in case of emergency, After a full dis- 
cussion ot this resolution the vote on its adop- 
tion was 4 tie, six for and six against it; it was 
thus defeated. The commission afterwards 
adopted so much of this resolution as applied 
to the standard of valuation, and also to a tem- 
porary increase of the rate per cent of taxa- 
tien, in cases of actual need, when asked for 
by a majority vote of the people. But, instead 
of limiting the rate of permitted increase to 
the half of 1 per cent, as suggested in the

A “FATAL DEFECT.” 

The vital and leading principle contained in 
said resolution—to wit: under a full valua- 
tion of the property the entire taxes thereon 
should not exceed an aggregate of 1 per cent— 
was not carried out, and here, in Mr. Waller's 
judgment, isa fatal defect in the proposed 
new revenue code as adopted by majority of 
the commission. There seems no doubt that 
this amount would be ample to defray the er- 
pense of State aud Muaicipai Government. A 
number of well-informed men who appeared 
before the commission agreed unasimousiy 
that at present the equalized valuation of 
lots and lands in the State with 
the improvements does not exceed an average 
of 27 per cent of their fair cash value,” and as 
to personal property, the great bulk of which 
escapes taxation entirely, and the remainder is 
so cheaply valued as to be only the shadow of 
a pretense of compliance with the law, these 
gentiomen were decidedly of the opinion that 
not more than 6 percent of its true value is 
subjected te an estimate for taxation; and in 
Cook County it is believed that not more than 
3 per cent of the true quantity actual 
value of personal property is subjected to the 
tax rates,

In the year 1883 
the average rate of taxation was $3.43 on $100 
assessed value, while the rate in Cook County 


was $5.29, hien was increased in 1884. If, as 


shown above,sixty cents on the $100 would have 
been more than sufficiest for Cook County in 
1884 on a full and fair valuation of property, 
fifty cents on the $100 would bave been more

He announces further that he intends 
to persist in this course; that he subseribes 
in every particular to the policies of the New 
York Clearing-House syndicate, and will 
exert all his power to make gold the only 
unit of value” and silver dollars merely 
subsidiary coin. He renews his recommenda- 
tions for the retirement of the greendacks, 
and declares in substance, although not in so 
many words, that he will never be satisfied 
until the Government relinquishes all con- 
trol over the volume of currency and restores 
that power to the banks. In every particular 
the document is just such as might have been 
expected from a man who changed his occu- 
pation, but not his masters, when he left a 
Wow Kept bank to hesgme Socestayy of the 
Treasury. 

Mr. Manning attempts to “‘ darken counsel 
with a multitude of words.” His defense 
amounts to this: That under the law the 
gold dollar has been designated the unit of 
value”; that he is bound to regulate outflows 
from the Treasury in such a manner that all 
creditors of the Government may. be paid in 
gold, which is the only standard; that for the 
same reason he is required to restrict the use 
of other dollars and keep them on a level 
with gold by making them searce and dear. 
These were the considerations which induced 
him to stop payments on the public debt, in- 
crease the surplus, hold silver in the Treas- 
ury, force the withdrawal of the $1 and $2 
notes, and finally to take concerted ac- 
tion with the New York banks to 
‘* preserve the gold standard.” Asked for his 
authority for these extraordinary perform- 
ances he cannot cite anything except a sec- 
tion of the act of Feb. 12, 1878, making the 
gold dollar the unit of value,” and on this 
slender basis he grounds his claim of power 
to furnish the American people such currency 
as he thinks best. It will be observed that 
he puts no limits to his authority. It is for 
him to judge at any time whether it is neces- 
sary to contract the currency in order to pre- 
serve the “unit of value.” Does any ra- 
tional person suppose that in fixing the 
weight and fineness of the gold dollar and 
declaring it the unit of value Congréss in- 
tended to vest autocratic powers in the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury? ‘The pretense is eon- 
temptible. Congress did declare the gold dol- 
lar the unit of value and also prescribed 
the ratio silver must sustain to it, and thus 
made dollars of both classes equal in mone 
tary uses and functions. In making the gold 
dollar the unit of value Congress fixed simply 
tne basis of calculation and then declared 
what amount of silver would be an equiva- 
lent. This was done under the power to 
regulate the value of money,” a function 
which the Constitution vests exclusively in 
Congress, but which Manning now assumes 
to exercise at his own will. His extraordi- 
nary construction enables him to declare that 
a minor and technical provision of the Coin- 
age act vested in him a great constitutional 
power heretofore supposed to belong only to 
Congress. : 


Secretary Manning’s report shows the wis- 
dom of that unwritten political law which re- 
quires that Secretaries of the Treasury 
shall not be appointed from “New York. 
With two or three exceptions this rule has 
been observed by all the Presidents, and 
Cleveland will yet have occasion to lament 
that he did not follow the example. The 
doctrine of Manning’s report is simply in- 
tolerable. He is the tool of Wall street, and 
in his messages to Congress embodies and 
glorifies the dogmas of his masters. He isa 
dangerous man at the head of the Treasury 
Department, and his report furnishes all the 
proof needed to show the necessity of putting 
a curb on him at the earliest practicable day.

THE IOWA IMPEACHMENT CASE. 

The Iowa Legislature will soon be en- 
gaged in the impeachment of Judge Hayes, 
and the Prohibitionists are still bent on se- 
euring the official scalp of the Judge who 
first decided against the Prohibitory law. In- 
deed, the demand for the impeachment of the 
Judge comes solely from the Prohibitionists. 
Hayes has been on the bench for over ten 
years in a court having both criminal and 
civil jurisdiction, and he must in that time 
have decided thousands of cases depriving 
persons of liberty or property, and yet none 
of these suitors or their attorneys are now 
seeking his impeachment. This is rather re- 
markable Impeachment proceedings against 
a Judge are usually started by persons who 
complain that they have been wrongfully de- 
prived.of personal or property rights; but in 
the Hayes case the movement is of a political 
or partisan character and the lines are drawn 
between the friends and the enemies of the 
Prohfbitory Liquor law. Such 4 partisan 
proceeding may become necessary at times 
against executive or political officers, but it 
would be a very dangerous precedent to im- 
peach a Judge on factional grounds. 

Under the Iowa Constitution an officer 
once impeached is forever disqualified from 
holding office under the State, and Re cannot 
under any circumstances obtain a rehearing 
ora pardon. The Governor's power to par- 
don does not extend to cases of impeachment, 
and there is no provision authorizing a future 
Legislature to reopen the matter and reverse 
the previous judgment if it should be found 
unjust. A wrong done in the course of im- 
peachment is without a remedy, and this cir- 
cumstance alone should restrict this extreme 
penalty of the law to cases where the mis- 
conduct is gross and the proofs clear beyond 
all doubt. Previous to the adoption of the 
Prohibitory law Judge Hayes was esteemed 
one of the ablest and fairest trial Judges in 
Iowa, and the only charges made against him 
are in connection with this statute, which has 
been and is now the subject of bitter parti 
san controversy. The partisans of the law 
arraign the Judge because he did not decide 
as they thought proper, and virtually de- 
mand his impeachment because he differed 
in opinion from the prevailing faction. 

At the same time the Prohibitionists have 
shown that the people of the Davenport“ 
Clinton district would do well to select an- 
other Judge when Hayes’ term expires, He 
is a Bourbon Democrat, and although fair in 
ordinary lawsuits suspicion attends him 
whenever he takes up a liquor case. Off the 
bench and in his hours of relaxation he is 
said to be emigently Democratic—a fine judge 
of fast horses and a connoisseur of all the 
beverages prohibited by the Iowa statute, 
Judges known as teetotalers may decide 
against the Prohibitory law with some degree 
of impunity, but a similar ruling from Hayes 
invariably provokes a public outery. A State 
which adopts prohibitory laws might require 
all candidates for office to be total abstainers, 
and in this way secure Judges whom the Pro- 
hibitionists could not accuse of political or per- 
sonal infirmity. Instead of justifying his 
impeachment the charges against Judge 
Hayes present matters which deserve the care- 
ful consideration of the voters ot his district 
when they come to elect his successor next 
fall. A verdict can then be refidered by the 
voters immediately affected and the contro- 
versy settled according to the will of the peo- 
ple without the danger of any irremediabie 
injustice. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SOPHISTRY. 

When the President's recent message to 
the Senate is boiled down there remains but 
a single point applicable to the controversy 
between himself and that body. All the 
rest Is extraneous and impertinent The 
Senate called for certain documents upon 
public file in one of the departments and for 
nothing élse. The President declares that 
the documents which have decided his action 


in making removals and suspensions, though 


on the public file, are his personal property, 
that he can destroy them if he so pleases, 
and that, being private and confidential, he 
will not send them to thé Senate. The posi- 
tion whieh he takes, therefore, is that the 
public files, or any portion of them which he 
may select, though the property of the peo- 
ple, are not and shall not be open to inspec- 
tion for the use of the Senate, which is part 
rr power under the Constitur 


Kind of reporting ‘that is desired | 


the President himself. and cannot transact 
its business intelligently without them. 
Under his audacious ruling he can declare 
any paper on the files as private and carry it 
away or destroy it, now or a dozen years 
from now, if be can then get access to the 
department, which we doubt. 

The simple act of indorsing, stamping, and 
filing a paper makes it public property. It 
shows that it refers to public business, and 
is placed there for public reference. No one 
disputes the President’s right to keep pri- 
vate papers in his own possession or to de- 
stroy them, and the Senate recognized that 
right by not calling for private or confiden- 
tial papers; but when papers go upon file in 
a public department they lose their character 
of privacy, and they would not be placed 
there if they were not public. The public 
file is no place for the President’s private let- 
ters. As Senator Allison said: “When I 
receive a letter from a man giving me In- 


committee, or telling me where I can obtain 
information, and saying that he does not 
want to be known in the matter, I do not put 
it with the other papers.. In that case I 
either tear it up or put it on my private file.” 

Looking at the situation from any point 
of view the President’s position is equally 
untenable. It there are private letters on file 
pertaining to the Alabama case it was un- 
necessary for him to notify the Senate to that 
effect, as the Senate did not ask for private 
papers. If he can destroy these papers why 
does he refrain? Why did he not do so be- 
fore the Senate asked for its information, ex- 
cept that he knows they are not private and 
that he has no more right to take a paper off 
that public file and destroy it than he has to 
take official Congressional documents and de- 
stroy them? If he can take one, two, or 
three papers he can take the whole of them, 
A public file cannot be used as a Presidential 
private letter-book. If his proposition is 
correct he could forbid either branch of Con- 
gress from inspecting certain parte of that 
file after he has again become à private citi- 
zen upon the absurd ground that the records 
of this or that department contain his private 
correspondence, In case he decides to leave 


the file untouched when he leaves office, as | 


he certainly will, is it not going to embarrass 
future Administrations to decide what is pub- 
lic property and what belongs to Grover 
Cléveland, since every paper on file is offi- 
cially marked as public ? 

In despair at the weak attempt of his own 
party te sustain him in his contest with the 
Senate the President has sheltered himself 
behind a sophistry the shallowness of which 
must be apparent to a school-boy, and is 
seeking to brazen it through by a display of 
the same audacity and No, 19 obstinacy 
which he employed when Governor in bull- 
dozing the State Senate. But it will not 
avail him. The best thing he can dois to 
back squarely down from his civil-service re- 
form pretensions and no longer sail under 
talse colors. It will save him from the gen- 
eral belief not only among Republicans but 
in his own party that he is a hypocrit. 


BRINGING OFFENSIVE PARTISAN- 
SHIP HOME. 


At last the Senate has commended the 
chalice to the Presidents own lips. Offen- 
sive partisanship having been assigned by 
him as sufficient cause tor removal from of- 
fice, the Senate has taken it as sufficient rea- 
son for rejecting appointments. If by the 
Presidential ruling it isfJcontrary to the Civil- 

ice law that a Republican officeholder 
should be an offensive partisan, it is no less 
contrary to it that n Democentia oficehaider 
should be one. 

It is peculiarly gratitying that the tio 
men, Chase and Pilisbury, were rejected to- 
gether. They had been guilty of a common 
offense. They were copartners in the same 
infamous conspiracy. Their offense was of 
the same general character as that attempted 
by Mackin in Chicago and Dalton in Cincin- 
nati, only the game was larger. ‘They 
sought to steal the entire Government of the 
State of Maine in 1879 by so manipulating 
the Republican majority, honestly and legal- 
ly obtained, as to make it appear that the 


was the more dangerous conspiratot of the 
two, because the more intelligent, but Chase 
did his full share of the dirty work; and as 
they were united in the crooked business, in 
their rejection they were not divided. The 
charges against them were presented by the 
Republican Senators from Maine. ‘Their de- 
fense was almost entirely conducted by 
Southern Senators representing States where 
the changing of Republican into Democratic 
majorities is not regarded as a particularly 
heinous crime, It is also gratifying that they 
were thrown out by a viva voce vote. The 
opposition was not earnest enough to call for 
a division. Indeed, had the roll been called, 
Democratic votes would have been found re- 
corded against their confirmation. The con- 
test on their side was spiritiess. They were 
rejected with contempt on the one hand and 
they have little or no sympathy on the other. 
As it is not likely that the President will as- 
sign them to any other offices, the political 
career of the two Democratic fine-workers 
may be considered at an end. 

In these cases it was not necessary for the 
Senate to call for official papers. They 
were convicted and punished on their public 
political record. They were shown to be not 
only offensive but felonious partisans, Still 
it would have been interesting if the Presi- 
dent’s private and confidential papers could 
have been had from the public files long 
enough to have known just what it was that 
induced him to make two such extraordinarily 
abominable appointments. Perhaps he has 
taken them off the file and destroyed them. 
He could hardly wish such a record of self- 
stuitification to remain. He knew their char- 
acter when he rewarded these desecrators of 
the ballot-box with appointments to office, 
just as he knew the character of Troup, 
Motris Thompson, Rasin, and other Demo- 
crats of his selection wlio ought to be before 
the tribunal of the courts instead of the tri- 
bunal of the Senate. In the absence of any 
light which his private and confidential” 
public letters would throw upon his reasons

They say that the in- 
troduction of the refrigerator has completely 
changed the character of the trade, so that it 
is possible now to keep the dead animal in 
good condition for twelve months, where 
formerly the selling was prima-facie evidence 
that the killing had been done within a few 
days, They say it would be comparatively 
easy to give a satisfactory guarantee against 
evasion of the law if allowed to hold the prop- 
erty over for a market, and think that the 
change indicated as desirable would be of 
great benefit te the trade, 


FRESH eggs were selling in this market yes- 
terday at 123¢ cents per dozen, which is a de- 
cline of 50 per cent in the last ten days. It is 
worthy of remark that such a heavy break in 
the price of eggs, without a temporary reaction, 
has not occurred in this market at any pre- 
vious time within the recollection of the old- 
est men in the trade. Perhaps the weakness 
due to the approachfof warmer weather is in- 
creased by the fact that Easter is this year 
deferred to a much later date than usual. It 
has already been stated in these columns 
that it falls on the very latest day that is per- 
mitted by the ecclesiastical rule in force for 
fixing it. The last time that the demand for 
Easter eggs was so long deferred was in the 
year 1734.

A Resolution to Expel the French 
Defeated in the Chamber 
of Deputies.

TRISH AFFAIRS. 
THE NATIONALISTS COME TO THE RESCUE 
OF THE LIBERALS. 

Lonpox, March 6—4:30 a. m.—/'Via Mackay- 
Bennett Cabie to The Tribune.|—-The Holmes 
Tory pack failed during the midnight bunt to 
Graw the Gladstone badgers. Five hundred 
and sixty-eight members out of 670 were at the 
meet. Every Nationalist was in his seat except 
Dr. O'Doherty, who is stil) in Australia, 
and young Redmond, who is honeymooning. 
When the test vote on adjourning the debate 
showed 864 against prematurely opening the 
Irish question to 204 favoring it the Tories ro- 
tired from the subject. This vote showed 
forty-six Tories refusing to obey their whip. 
It proved the Tories again bad strategists and 
that Mr. Gladstone has tis men weil in hand. 

Mr, Gladstone’s scornful irony was poured 
upon Mr. Holmes in an amusing manner. Lord 
Randolph Churchill and Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach lost their temper. The Parnellites were 
as merry as if witnessing a faree. When Mr. 
Holmes surrendered 384 members stam- 
peded, leaving 184 to pass the 
Compensation bill.” The Telegraph claims 
the vote as a rebuke to the useless, undignified 
tactics of the opposition. The Chronicle al- 
leges that the Tories stand convicted of getting 
up a factious wrangle merely to embarrass the 
Queens Government in Parliament and to 
compromise its influence in Ireland. It calls 
attention to the faet that Lord Hartington 
and Sir Henry James went into the lobby with 
the Liberals. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

Lowpos, Maren 4.— The Parnellites have ar- 
reyed themselves against the Tories in their 
attempt to force the Government to show their 
hand on their policy during the debate which 
was expected to begin tonight on the civil- 
service estimates. The Conservatives had ar- 
ranged to have Me. Hugh Holmes, Conservative 
member for Dublin University, and lately At- 
torney-Generai for Ireland, interrupt the Gov- 
ernment’s propositien to go into committee 
on the divil-service estimates by an 
amendment declaring that the House was 
unwilling & entertain estimates for the civil 
establishments in Ireland before being placed 
in possession of the policy which the Govern- 
ment intended to pursue for the “restoration 
and maintenance of social order in the coun- 
try.” It was calculated that if this amendment 
was carried the Government would be either 
blocked or compelied to divulge their inten- 
tions. Mr. Parnell, however. resolved to go to 
Mr. Giladstene’s rescue. The Irish leaders 
were satisfied that in view ot the Premier's 
promise to state bis policy after the 224 of 
March, at which date he expects to be through 
with the Government's financial business, he 
is entitled to be protected from disturb- 
ance on that issue ugti after the 
expiration of the time asked for. Accordingly, 
the Parneliites this afternoon resoived to op- 
pose in a body the Holmes amendment. On 
the meeting of che House this afternoon Mr. 
Holmes offered the motion of which he had 
given ice. It wasto the effect that “ the 
House, before voting on the Irish estimates, 
wishes to know what policy th. Government 
has agreed upon te restore and maintain order 
in Ireland.“ 

Lord Randolph Churchill justified the motion 
on the ground that there was danger that Glau- 
stone would lull the country into a torvor. He 
said he was unable to conceal the fact that he 
once hoped the Tories might codperate 
with the. Parnoellites on land end edu- 
cational questions. There was no reason 
why the Parnellites, on finding Parliament op- 
posed to repeal, should not join either the 
Liberals or Uonservatives. He now found that 
be bad omitted from his calculations the fact 
that Gladstone was willing to repeal] the union. 
He challenged any member of the Government 
to deny the policy of the proposed repeal. Re- 
ceiving no reply, he contmued, saying there 
were two executives in Ireland—the National 
League being the stronger. 

The motion to adjourn the debate was re- 
jected—864 to 160. Lord Hartington and Sir 
Henry James supported the Government. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach remarked that in 
view of the silence of the Ministers the Con- 
servatives were satisfied with the result of the 
protest made and would not cail for a division. 

Mr. Holmes’ motion was withdrawa. 

The Parnellites admit that Gladstone’s speech 
was very brilliant and express themselves as 
bighiy satisfied with it. In an interview Healy 
(Nationalist) said it was evident that Gladstone 
was determined to fulm his pledges on the 
lines of his Midiothian manifesto, even if he 
should be compelied to throw ov Cham- 
berlain and other members the Cabinet. 
Giadstone’s speect contained no definit indica- 
tion of his modus operandi, but the Parnellites 
would be perfectly satisfied with the result of 
the division tonight. 

Mr. Gladstone, speaking on Mr. Holmes’ mo- 
tion, chaffiugiy deciined to fall into the trap 
set for him. He said be was not such a sim- 
pleton as to yield to the artfal allurement of 
his apparatus. He had already stated that the 
Government was considering the question of 
social order in Ireland, the land question, and 
the question of the tuture government of Ire- 
land. These subjects were inextricably asso- 
ciated. The Goverhment was really enti 
tled to three months’ time ior the 
preparation of Irish measures. Mr. Glaa- 
stone characterised Mr. Holmes’ attack 
as one of he feebiest ever made upon the 
executive branch of the Government. The in- 
troduction of the motion was really tantamount 
to justifying coercion, to which the Govern- 
ment would be no party. It the late Govern- 
ment proposed coercion the mere proposal 
would have been followed by disastrous conse 
quences. Referring to the sneering allusions 
to Davitt and the league’s denunciation of 
outrages, Mr. Gladstone said be was giad to 
bear Davitt preaching order and delighted that 
the league was mending its manners.

Prince 
Bismarck authorizes the statement that the 
story of his alleged remark comparing himself 
to a snipe-shooter in a bog was incorrectly re- 
ported. What he really did say was that de- 
fore going into a bog after snipe be always 
sounded the ground, and they would do the 
same before going into the silver question. 

Lord Randolph Churonill’s virtual avowal of 
bimetallic tendencies in his speech at Man- 
chester yesterday attracts a good deal of 
attention today, in view of the grow- 
ing conviction that the . dissolution of Par 
liament is inevitable. In connec hon 
with the continued flow of gold from New 
York to Burope, it is important to state that 
there exists among well-informed financiers 
that the Amsterdam holders of American se- 
curities are parting with their holdings at every 
ad vanoe of quotations in América. Holland 
exchange bas been lower in London during the 
last week than was ever before known, and 
although money is cheaper in Amsterdam than 
it is in London, gold is going from London to 
Amsterdam not only from the market but 
from the bank.

THE SPIRIT MONOPOLY BILL INTRODUCED 
IN THE REICHSTAG. 

Berurn, March 4.—The Government Spirit 
Monopoly bill was introduced in the heichstag 
today by Dr. Scholtz, Minister of Finance. In 
offering the measure Dr. Scholtz said the flaan- 
cial condition ot the ifdividual States of the 
Empire generally justified the bill. The spirit 
duties imposed vy France, England. Russia, and 
the United States yielded 2,000,000,000 marks 
yearly. The Government was ready to con- 
sider any amendments to the bill the members 
wished to offer. He declared that spirit mo- 
nopoly would prove the least objectionable form 
of taxation, and appealed to the diferent par- 
ties in the House to display mutual forbear- 
ance and barmoniously codperate with the 
Government in the effort to pass the bi. 

Herr Huene, on behalf of the Centre party, 
oppased the bili. He advised that the bill be 
referred to a committee. 

Herr Richter demanded the immediate re- 
jeconon of the measure. 

The House adjourned until tomorrow with- 
out taking action. 

The opposition to the Spirits-Monopoly bil 
is greatly strengthened by the fact that 1,060 
petidions have been presented against the bill 
and only five in its favor. 

Prince Bismarck has questioned Tewfik Bey, 
the Turkish Anibassador, regarding the re 
ported cession of the Island of Crete to Ea- 
gland. The Chancellor stated that the other 
Powers would oppose such action on the part 
of Turkey. The Ambassador denied that his 
Government had ceded the island to England.

Iron and Steel Protest Against Tariff Re- 
visionA New Bill to Protect 
Pure Wine. 


Wanner, D. C., March 4.—Mr. Crisp of 
Georgia, from the Committee on Commerce, 
presented to the House today the minority 
report on the bill to incérporate the Eads 
Ship Railway Company. Referred to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole. The minority, after 
detailing the objections which they have to 
the bill, say: “We regard this proposivon as 
one granting a subsidy that may, and probably 
will, take from the Public Treasury $37, 500,000 
for the benefit of a private corporation, locat- 
ed and to be operated exclusively in a foreign 
country, without any corresponding benefit to 
our country or peopie.” The minority doubt 
the power of Congress, under Constitu- 
tion, to grant a charter to a f corpora- 
tion, call attention to the discrimination in 
favor of Mexico and against the United States, 
and conclude as follows: 

„Was Congress before ever asked for such 
reckless legisiation as this? While we have 
pointed out some of the many objections we 
bave to the passage of the bill, our enumere- 
tion is by no means exhausted, and we will seek 
other occasion to present them to the House.”

An Important Land Suit Decided in Favor 
of the Northern Pacifio—Other 
Items 


For the last few weeks the bulk ot the corn 
shipments from Kansas and Nebraska points 
went almost exclusively via the Baltimore & 
Onio and its connections to Baltimore, and 
via the Chesapeake & Ohio to New- 
port News. The latter is still getting 
considerable of that business, but shipments 
to Baltimore have almost ceased entirely. The 
business which used to go via the Baltimore & 
Ohio and its connetions to Baltimore is now 
being taken by the Gouid lines—Missouri Pu- 
cific and Wabash—to Toledo. Some of it goes 
via St. Louis, but the bulk goes via Hannibal. 
This matter troubles the minds of the 
trunk-line managers, as it is an indication 
that Gould does not mean to back 
up their poolm agreement. It is the general 
opinion that the Gould lines secure the bus 
ness by systematically cutting the rates. What 
aggravates the matter is the fact that Toledo 
is not a pooling point, and the business taken 
there by the Wabash is lost to the trunk-liue 
pools. The business goes into the 
Southwestern Railway Association, of 
which both the Wabash and Missouri Pacific 
are members, and as they account 
for the bus mess to that association the latter 
joe nothing by the competition. It is the 
prevailing opinion that the Wabash takes the 
business to Toledo at Chicago rates. How it 
disposes of the business at that point is not 
known. Some of it goes into elevators there 
to be taken East by lake and canai after the 
opening of navigation. The bulk, however, is 
directed to Néw York, and is no 
doubt reshipped at that point over the Lake 
Shore or some of the other pool lines. These 
lines, it is believed, are aiding the Wabash in 
its diversion of business and share a portion 
of the cut. Toledo not bemg a regular pool- 
ing point, they can make whatever rate they 
eboose from that point without fear of 
being taken to account by Commis 
siohers Blanchard and Fink. The ques 


tion now arises, What will the pool | 


managers do to stop the diversion of business 
from St. Louis and Hannibal via Toledo? Tite 
Rock Island.

BLAMED FOR THE SINS OF OTHERS—CHI- 

CAGO’S GREEK POPULATION. 

Careful investigation shows that the estimate 
of the Italian residents of Chicago, as pub- 
lished in Tus Tripunn, was probably incor- 
rect. ‘The more conservative and  better- 
posted of the class do not think there are over 
8,000, all told, though in this estimate it may 
be stated they do not include the Neapolitans, 
the Piedmontese, and the Sicilians, to which 
latter class the three executed stranglers 
belonged. While all are under the jurisdiction 
of the Italian Government, and are, strictly 
speaking, Italians, it is true that as little sym- 
pathy exists between them as that prevailing 
between the inhabitants of Alsace and Lor- 
raine and their German absorbers. The class 
lines are drawn distinctly, and sectional hate 
was never more strongly developed than 
among the representatives of the various 
provinces. Their dialects are different, their 
traditions dissimilar, and they do not consort 
togetber unaer any circumstances. 

‘Yes, as a rule, the Italians are very 
clannish,” said a South Water street 
fruit merchant to 
I they were not so much so it might be bet- 
ter, but perhaps it's born in the blood. The 
language is different—a patois, the Frencb- 
Canadians term it—and though descended far 
off from a common stock, undouptedly they 
have nothing in common. Among no people on 
the face of the earth are the prejudices more 
strongly outlined. There is a class in Chicago, 
however, entirely separate, which is generally 
credited to the Italians. I have nothing to say 
in defense of the vicious class of the people to 
which I belong, but too many sins should not 
be placed at their door. Let each race bear its 
portion of the burden. The people of Chicago 
don’t know that there are not less than 4,000 
Greeks in their midst, and that they are a 
class absolutely unto themselves. To the or- 
dinary observer they are known and thought 
to be Italians. My race is a domestic race, 
Wherever we may be we want our wives and 
children with us. When able, we buy proper- 
ty and become, if I do say it, among the 
citizens. But it is otherwise with these Greeks. 
They are on an equality with the Chinese, and 
in some respects not 80 good, as they are more 
vicious. 

“What do they do? They do everything. 
They ere hostiers, cleaners-out of saloons, 
scavengers, express-drivers, and four out of 
five corner fruit-stands are run by these Greeks 
not by Italians. There are nota dozen of 
them married in this city. They do not own a 
foot of real estate, so far as I can ascertain, 
within ite limits, and as soon as they get a few 
hundred dollars together away they go back 
home. As a rule, they consort with the lowest 
classes, and the :argest aggregate collection is 
on South Clark street, below Poik, though 
there is quite a settlement on South Green 
street, on the West Side. They fringe in a littie 
on the Italan colony on Norta Franklin street, 
but meet with little eacovuragement. Almost 
+ invariably they consort with the utterly de- 
praved class, and, while Italians may be bad 
enough, I object to having ‘he sins of a dis- 
tinct and separate nation laid on their shoul- 
ders.

A mouon to proceed to an organization was 
carried, and the Rev. Jobn Goddard of Cincin- 
nati was elected President of the congress and 
H. H. Grant Secretary. The rest of the ses- 
sion till adjournment at noon was devoted to 
remarks by the brethren on the outlook of the 
New Church, its needs, and the best measures 
to be taken to advance it numerically and oth- 
erwise. Among those who took part in the 
discussion were the Rev. Frank Sewell, M. G. 
Brown, the Rev. A. J. Bartels, H. H. Grant, 
and C. C. Bonney. A recess was then taken 
till 2:30 p. m. 

After recess the first business in order after 
prayer was the reading of a paper by the Rev. 
8. C. Eby of St. Louis entitled, Do We Need 
a Northwestern New Church Union for Pub- 
lishing and Other Uses“ The essay was a 
comprehensive sup of the affirmative. It 
argued the necessity in Chicago of a rendez- 
vous where would be acoessibie all information 
about the New Church, all the equipments 
needed by its missionaries, and a fully-supplied 
book and periodical room. There was some 
thing anomalous, he said, in sendmg to New 
York or Boston when a book was wanted. 
An agency for the publishing of sermons, tracts, 
and books should be established. What 
the West wanted was a mastering and exposi- 
tion of the living truths of the New Church, 
not rehashes of Swedenborg. The speaker also 
urged the establishment of a newspaper, dif- 
ferent in ite tone and scope from the periodio- 
als of the East, to be the organ of the New 
Church interests in the West. The issue gave 
rise to a good deal of discussion, which was 
closed by the appointment of a committee of 
five, with the Rev. L. P. Mercer as Chairman, 
to consider the matters treated and views 
brought oat in the discussion and report this 
morning. The congress then adjourned until 
7:30 o’clock in the evening. 

**What Are the Conditions of Power from on 
High, and How to Fulfill hem was the sub- 
ject of the Rev. John Goddard of Cincinnati, 
and the reading and discussion of the paper 
occupied last night’s session of the congress. 
His central thought was that Diviue aid could 
only be obtained by implicit obedience to the 
law of God as revealed.

The 
discussion of the theme elicited many varying 
opinions, but none of a radical nature, and no 
opposition.

MR. DRAKE’S CHINESE PUZZLE. 

IS THE BUILDING OCCUPIED BY THE FIRE 
INSURANCE PATROW ENTITLED TO RX. 
EMPTION FROM TAXATION? 

Some comment bas been aroused by the fact 
that the building situatea on Monroe street, 
near La Salle, which is owned by L. Z. Leiter, 
and occupied as headquarters by the Cnder- 
writers’ Fire Insurance Patrol, was exempted 
from taxation last year by South Town Asses- 
sor Drake, while in 1884 he assessed its valua- 
tion at $17,000, the property being worth fully 
$75,000. When this was discovered on the tax- 


list in the County Clerk's office (the notation - 


being marked in red ink exempt; fire insur- 
ance patrol’) the claim was made that the 
Assessor was not authorized to exempt the 
property, because the charter of the company 
cannot be classified under the head of institu- 
tions which are organized for non-pecuniary 
profit. In the blanks for the present year 
the County Olerk has made a notation 
instructing the Assessor to assess the property 
for 1885 and 1886. The sum due for last year 
amounts to $1,080. When Assessor Drake was 
seen in reference to the matter yesterday aft- 
ernoon he was inclined to be rather pon-com- 
mittal. Upon being asked for an explanation 
he said: Well, 1 Know nothing whatever 
about it, and cannot say why the property was 
exempted. They ought to be able to tell you 
that in the County Clerk’s office. I suppose 
that the patrol was regarded as a sort of be- 
nevolent ment, and as an adjunct to 
the City Fire : ment, and consequentiy 
no more labile to taxation than a city flre-en- 
gine company’s property: they both work for 
the same object, which is to extinguish flres. 
Mr. James L. Ross, a well-known underwriter, 
and Chairman of the Insurance Patrol Com- 
mittee, said: ‘“If*Mr. Drake will come 
to me I can tell him why the property was not 
taxed last year, but I prefer not making 
this reason public until I have seen him. The 
fire-patrol is certainly a part of the City Fire 
Department, in a strict legal sene, and the 
patrol is really under the orders of the Marshal 
ot the department at ull fires. It is also a be- 
nevolent arrangement to a large extent, and is 
just as much interested in putting out fires as 
any fire company in the department.

pave worked unceasingly to enlist public sym- 
pathy and cobperation in their efforts to se- 
eure suitable headquarters for the regiment 
avowedly discouraged and disheartened 

m making any further attempts, and, as 
Col. Wheeler stated to a TRIBUNE reporter 
yesterday, prefer to drop out and leave the 
thankless task they have so long shouldered to 
somebody else rather than “go a-begging” for 


 ¢ynds with which to build an armory. 


Last tall Col. Wheeler made an appeal to the 
Citizens’ Association, thinking that the best 
means of reaching Chicago's people. and asked 
that the association codperate with the reai- 
ment toward securing an armory. The matter 
was referred to the Military Committee of the 
association, and last December Col. Wheeler, 
together with the principal officers of the reci- 
ment, went before the committee. With- 
out waste of time,” said Col. Wheel- 
ex, “Mr. McAuley, the Chairman 
of the committee, told, us that 
he did not believe one-half the amount neces- 
sary to build an armory could be raised or 
would be contributed by the citizens, and that 
he thought it would be useless to attempt such 
athmg. He suggested that the Second Regi- 
ment secure au armory through the same 
methods that had been successfully tried by 
the First Cavairy, First Infantry, and other 
regiments, but we replied that we were not yet 
ready to go out on the streets and beg funds 
for an armory. 

MR. AMBLER’S IDEA. 

“J bad several talks with Mr. Ambler, Sec 
retary of the association, and the position 
taken by him will show you what we had to 
deal with ia this direction. When I told bim 
that it was necessary to the success and life of 
the regiment that we have some suitable heaa- 
quarters, and that the amount received from 
the State each: year was not sufficient to 
enable us to secure them, he sad: Weil, then, 
I sbould think your officers would feel interest 
enough la their organization to make up the 
difference themselves.“ I told him that our 
present quarters were not suited to our pur- 
pose, and that we were really paying more for 
them than we could afford. ‘Then get out of 
them,’ said Ambler. Lou can get a loft in 
some of these down-town houses that I should 
think would answer your purpose.’ 

“When I saw that the man was really speak- 
ing seriousiy I got up and left him. idea 
of asking State militia officers to meet the ex- 
penses of their regiment out of theirown pock- 
ets—and for what? That we maintain a regi- 
ment of infantry for the purpose of protecting 
private and public property in case of 
riot or other calamity. Speaking for 
myself, I can say that I devote, on an average, 
two bours a day to the regiment's affairs, and 
that, too, at the sacrifice of my own business 
interests. I bave taken upon myself respon- 
sibilities and devoted more time and thought 
to the welfare of the organization than I would 
care to take for a very respectable salary, and 
yet I receive not a dollar of remuneration for 
all this, but, on the contrary, am rebuffed and 
discouraged by those who should be more than 
wil.ing to come forward and give the regiment 


everythimg it bas asked for and which it 80 
much needs, It we have got to beg the people 


of Chicago and of the State to permit us to 
protect their property the sooner we quit and 
give up our arms and uniforms the better. If 
1 were to go to my home some evening 
and order away from my premises 
a nightwatchman whom I found there 
on duty I would regard the man as a 
fool if ne pleaded with me to permit nim to re- 
main, whether I paid bim or not. The posi- 
non of the Second Regiment at present is very 
much the same. 

„was notified some time ago by the agent 
of the building in which we are now quartered 
that he would have to raise our rent from 
$1,800 to $2,000. I told him we would vacate 
May l rather than pay it, and when I wrote 
Gov. Ogiesby of what Thad done I 1eceived 
his reply indorsing my action. The agent of 
the building a day or two ago offered me the 
quarters for another year at the old figures, 
and I wrote Gov. Oglesby last Saturday, ask- 
ing him what I should do. I have not, as yet, 
received bis reply. I am not at all in favor of 
remaining, even at the old or lower figures. 
We must get into new quarters which we can 
make attractive to our members or we will go 
to pieces in time througu simple lack of in- 
terest. 

THE RINKS. 

“There has been some talk of our going into 
one of the rinks here, the Casino or Boulevard, 
I believe, and the boys are enthusiastic over 
the idea. There we would be on the ground 
floor—no wearisome stairs to climb—and with

drill-room—aend we want to be convenientiy 
and pleasantly located, so that we can arrange 
our quarters witb some as to their attract- 
iveness. We want all of this, and we do not 

pose to get out and beg for it, either. We 
— all got other duties to attend to, and it 
the city and State do not care enough about us 
% provide. us with a comfortable stopping- 
place we will simply let the city get along 
Without us. Sbould we be forced to do this, 


have some good, sturdy young fellow, 
in our ranks whose presence in regimentais 
would be welcomed im case of a street riot, and 
Iebould bate to see them disband after the 
hard work we have bad to get them together. 
The truth is, the State is not doing what it 
sbouid for its militia. Massachusetts sets aside

$400,000 toward the building of an armory and 
regimental headquarters for one of her regi- 
ments—the Twenty-second, I think—and we 
Caunot raise $10,000, It would require just 
about this amouat to properly run the Second 


Tor a year, including our rent and all other 


items of expense; but I have little hope now 
of seeing the regiment in decent quarters un- 
less the citizens will step forward and help us. 
Should the Governor advise me to remain for 
another year in our present headquarters, the 
boys will be dishearted; and if he advises me 
not to, I have not the remotest idea where we 
shall go unless, perhaps, we go into camp on 
the Lake-Front.”’

Why Doubt Longer | 
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EUROPE’S WARRIORS LOOK ON. 


TREMENDOUS CANNONADE BETWEEN Two 
STEEL TUKRETS—A TEST OF MODERN FOR- 
TIFICATIONS. 


London Times: The experiments now nearly 
completed at Bucharest possess an interest and 
importance beyond their mere technica! scope. 
Gen. Brialmont, the author of numerous works 
on fortification, was asked to submit u project 
of defense. Several forts bave already 
been commenced in accordance with his de- 
signs, forming the first link in the chain with 
which it is proposed to surround Bucbarest. 
Tue important question of armament remains 
in abeyance: but, Gen. Brialmont having a 
predilecaon in favor of armored turrets, it was 
determined to carry out exhaustive expert 
ments with two structures supplied by Messrs. 
Gruson of Buchan and the St. Chamond Iron- 
Works respectively. Having decided on 
an experimental expenditure of some 
900,000 francs, the Roumanian Govern- 
ment threw open their practice ground to the 
representatives of the Powers, and the motley 
crowd of strange uniforms excited some inter- 
est in Bucharest, wnere the people were at first 
inclined to classify the wearers gene as 
“ Bulgare.” Though the program of ex- 
periments was a long one, much still remains 
to be carried out, and the general results will 
probably be incomplete till the spring. 

two turrets are quite dissimilar in prin- 
cipie and desigu. The French is cylindrical iu 
form, ¢@xactly like those carried on board 
numerous ships of war. The armored ring pro- 
tecting the guns is of wrought iron, sixteen 
inches thick, with a flat roof six incbes thick. 
The special! feature claimed by the constructors. 
is the mode of firing, which is electric and 
automatic. There are no sights either on the 
guns or on the turret, and the firing is carried 
on by contact points which can be moved 
along a gradu arc inside. The turret makes 
a Whole turn «after each salvo, the loading be- 
me effected in the meantime, so that, as soon 
as the position at which the contacts have been 
— is reached, the guns are automatically 


The German cupola is of a new form. It re 
sembies @ rather flat umbrella, and the whole 
of the supporting structure is contained in a 
single chamber, and ocoupies little hight. The 
leading principle constitutes something of a 
new point of departure. The umbreila-sbaped 
armor plates are supported on a centra! pivot 
and steadied in position by four legs carrying 
trucks provided with spiral springs. The guns 
have no recoil proper, and on firing, therefore, 
the sbock expends itself in imparting vibratory 
motion to the whole structure, which sbakes 
much as a mushroom may be supposed to do 
in agaie. The armor plates have a thickness 
ot eight incbes, and for the purpose of the ex- 
periment were partiy compound and partly 
wrougat iron. Not only does it offer a target 
which at moderate ranges could be rendered 
nearly invisible, but wherever struck it pre- 
sents avery oblique surface, capable of de- 
flecting sheils coming at any reasonable angle. 

The guns in the Frenoh turret were of the 
De Bauge type; those in the German turret 
were Krupp’s, both being practically the same 
calibre—six inches. Precisely simiiar guns 
were used for the attack, and neither can be 
considered as in any sense equaling in power 
the more recent siege guns, while they cleariy 
fall far sbort of the ordnance which the next 
ten years of artillery progress will produce. 
This was the more unfortunate, since, on the 
one band, it may reasonably be contended that 
greater results might be obtained in attack by 
siege guns already existing, and on the other 
hand, the non-recoil principle of the German 
turret lies open to the objection that it is con- 
ceivably inapplicable to more powerful guns. 

The attack was commenced at 1,000 metres 
range, and both turrets received an amount of 
pounding probably representing a siege of sev- 
eral years’ duration. The French turret had 
the advantage of bemg turned backward and 
forward during part oi the time, which insured 
a greater dispersion of the biows, while, in the 
case of the German turret, the greater part of 
the projectiies struck on a single plate. At 
the end both were so nearly breached that a 
single shell striking either at the weakest point 
would bave entered with ease. Many small 
bolts and rivet beads were detached in the Ger- 
man turret, while the French turret received 
no interior damage; both were able to turn as 
easily as before, and their guns were repeated- 
ly fired without any difficuity. In the firing at 
the embrasures the wrought-iron piates of the 
German turret behaved admirably, deflecting 
all the projectiles, and proving that a bit in the 
immediate neighborhood of the port entailed 
no danger to the guns. 

Throughout the experiments, in fact, the 
curved wrought-iron piates took their punish- 
ment well, and while the steel faces of the com- 
pound plates showed a tendency to strip off 
and to crack under repeated biows, the softer 
material succeeded in turning the excellent 
Krupp steel shelis so that the damage was in- 
considerable. The principal fact brought out 
by the experiments is the great advantage of 
the curved wrought-iron plates: but whether 
the peculiar principle adopted by Messrs. Gru- 
son is applicable to heavier guns remains un- 
certain. The decision a has now to 
taken will affect the question of cost of the de- 
fense of Bucharest to an important extent, and 
this consideration may lead to a reopening of 
the question of the necessity for so large a pro- 
vision of turrets.

Secretary Mamer stated that the object of 
the meeting was to OOnsider the question of 
holding the primaries under the Crawford law, 
and, if possible, all the same day throughout 
the city, and to agree on a plan by whieh the 
voters could be brought out to register. 

John Vanderpoel objected to the Crawford 
law. He wanted to hold primaries in his ward 
with one polling-place only. He would aliow 
every Republican to vote, but though it would 
be impossible to get 100 men toserve as judges 
ana clerks for seven hours without compensa- 
tion, which number would be necessary if a 
polling-piace was given to each precinct. 

J. W. Fernald moved that it be expressed as 
the sense of the joint committees that the 
primaries be held under the Crawford law, and 
all the same day and hour throughout the city, 

Sam Parker wanted each town committee to 
consult separately about this question. 

Chris Mamer said every member of the com- 
mittee had probabiy made up his mind on the 
question and was ready to discuss it in open 
meeting witbout loss of time. He wasfor the 
law and so were many others. 

Mike Barrett of the Eighth spoke in support 
of the motion. It was adopted but reconsid- 
ered on motion of N. M. Plotke. The first 
part, expressing the intention of bolding the 
primaries under the Urawford law, was adopt- 
ed.

ALL MUST REGISTER. 

There are some pre ns abroad in 
regard to the necessity of registering in time 
for the coming elecnon. A good many people 
still believe that they need not register at all, 
but can come in elecuon-day and make an 
davit. Under the new Election iaw there will 
not be any more patent affidavits. Nothing 
but registration counts. The law is very 
plain on this point. Art. 4 Sec. 7, 
says: “The vote of no one sball be 
received by the judges whose name does not 
appear upop the registers as a qualified 
voter. Another misapprehension is that per- 
sOnal registration will not be required, because 
the judges and clerks would copy the old poll- 
books and place tne old voters upon the new 
register, as was customary heretofore. On 
this point the law says, and the instructions 
given to the judges and cierks by the Election 
Commissioners emphasize, that only such 
person® as apply personally for registration 
shali be entered in the registers. 

The most dangerous because the most plausi- 
ble impression, however, and One that has been 
artfully fostered by cértain political tricksters 
among people whom they wished to disfran- 
chise, is that the clerks of election whose duty 
itis to canvass their precincts and note the 
name of every male inhabitant over 21 
years old are thereby registering the legal 
voters. This ides is entirely false. The canvass 
made by the clerks serves the purpose of cor- 
recting errors, and investigating cases of chal- 
lenged voters — Otherwise suspected 
of not being |} voters in the precinct. But 
in no cese does it serve in the place of regis- 
tration. Nothing but personal registranon 
will entitle a person to vote. The trouble of 
registering ought not to be considered too 
great, for it keeps the name on the register up 
to the next Presidential election. 


JUDGES AND CLERKS—NATURALIZED CITI- 
ZENS. 

The Election Commissioners yesterday con- 
tinued to swear in judgesand clerks of eleo- 
tion who had failed to appear before. One of 
the deputies, who bad been sent to ask Mr. C. 
L. Bonney if he was going to serve, reported 
that Mr. Bonney had promised to call upon 
and come to an undérstanding with the Com- 
missioners personally. In the afternoon the 
Commissioners had a conference with Judge 
Prendergast in regard to the form of oertain 
blanks that will have to be printed. Today 
they will ask a decision on questions raised be- 
fore them by naturalized citizens. The law 
requires that in the register the date of the 
naturalization papers and the court that is- 
sued them shall be entered. In many cases 
the papers bave been lost and the voters do 
not recollect the date of their papers or the 
court where they took them out. Some voters 
have expressed a fear that A 2 lose their 
vote under these provisions. law is not 
very stringent on these points. Lf the exact date 
is not known, about the date is sufficient, 
and if the name of the court that issued them 
bas been forgotten, then the name of the 
8 in which such court was located will 
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registered.” Still, in some cases, 
even these may not do at- 
tainable. To provide against any 


difficulties, the opinion of the court will be 
asked beforehand on supposititious cases. An- 
other question that the court will be asked to 
pass On is, Js a citizen entitled to be regie- 
tered if be makes it appear that he will take 
out bis naturalization papers before the day of 
election? The law provides that men coming 
of age between the time of registration and the 
day of election, who would be native and 
otherwise qualified voters, must be registered 
on application. But there is no provision for 
people whose term of years entitling them to 
naturalizahon will be completed atter the days 
of registration and before the day of election. 
It will be remembered that the opponents of 
the law urged this fact as one of reasons 
for ite vnconstitutionality, because it might 
disfranchise people who would otherwise be 
legal voters. 

A solution of the difficulty bas been suggest- 
ed in the following way: Any person claim 
ing to bea legal voter, whom the Board of 
Registry, upon application, refuses to place on

THE GALESBURG WATER- WORKS AND THE 
FARMERS’ LOAN & TRUST COMPANY. 
CHICAGO, March 4,—(Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In the legal column of your issue this morning 
there is what purports to be an account of a case 
pending in the Federal Court, which, bovever, 
does not correctly state the matters invoived. I 
do not presume that in your legal reports you in- 
tend to do more than recite the actual occurrences 
in the courts, and therefore I object to the report 
in question, both because it relates merely one 
side of a case, both sides of which appear on rec- 
ord, and furthermore relates that one side embel- 
lished and highly colored by whoever reported it, 
and adds to the relation certain statements seem- 
ing to depend solely upon the opinion of the re- 
lator. 
Some three years ago the City of Galesburg gave 
a franchise to the Galesburg Water Company to 
construct water-works for the supplyma of the 
city and private consumers. The comovany pro- 
ceeded thereupon to erect such works, and 
after the same were erected, the city having in the 
meantime sold and transferred to the water com- 
pany certain old mains belonging to the city and 
formerly used by it, the works were formally test- 
ed by the city in the regen 
Conni and formally accepted by the unani- 
mous vote of that  bedy. And  =.there- 
upon the water compaty went into operation 
and for atime supplied the city and private con- 
sumers with water. After the occu above 
stated the water company made a mo @ to the 
Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company upon its property 
for the purpose of raising money to pay cost of 
erecting the water-works and issued to 
amount of $125,000. These bonds were sold to va- 
rious savings banks, trustees, and ‘estates 
in New England and other parts of the East, by ex- 
hibiting to those parties the solemn deciarations of 
the City of Galesburg, of ite Mayor, of its Alder- 
men, ite Water Committee, City Attorney, and 
other officials to the effect that the water company 
franchise was a valid and inviolable one; that the 
company had successfully erected its works; that 
the same had been accepted and approved by the 
city, and were then in successful operation. Upon 
the strength ot such representations these 
bonds were sold, and are no in the hands of 
innocent purchasers as above stated. Two years 
after these bonds were sold in the manner as above 
mentioned, the City of Galesburg having come into 
the hands of a new Mayor and Common Council Jthey 
go to work on the ground of failure of water to ro- 
peal the ordinance and franchise of the water 
company, destroy its property, and repudiate all 
rights and obligations upon the strength of which 
these bondholders loaned their money. This is the 
bill of the City of Galesburg, which was flled in the 
Cireult Court of Knox County. The Farmers’ Loan 
& Trust Company, representing the bondholders, 
has already cOmmenced a suit to foreclose the 
the United States Court and 
intervened in this suit in 
the State Court, and removed the same to 
the Federal Court, believing that in a question of 
‘such local interest and importance, where the feel- 
ings of a community are necessarily aroused and 
prejudiced, the Federal tribunal is a more proper 
forum for litigation. My clients have nothing to 
do with a tailure of water, although that is denied, 
and have no cause in common with Mr. Sheiton or 
the water company, and I leave them to fight their 
own battles, observing, however, that in my 
opinion as a lawyér it is @ mistake to allude to any 
one as a brazen speculator merely because a bill in 
chancery makes certain allegations against him. 
Will you kindly give this statement the same
